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certain railroad companies therein, as a security for the
completion of said roads, or to transfer any right in said
lands otherwise than as subject to all the conditions impos-
ed by the grant made by the United States to this State,
and by the grant by this State to said companies or by ei-
ther of said grants; and provided further, that the faith of
the State is in no way pledged for the payment of said
bonds.

Sec. 3. Any ntortgage or trust deed made as before Record,
mentioned shall be recorded in the office of the recorder of -
each county through which said road runs or wherein it
owns or holds lands, and shall be notice to all the world of
the rights of all parties under the same.

Seo. 4. This act to take effect from and after its publi-
cation in the Iowa City Republican and lowa Capital Re-
porter.

AN ACT relating to taxes upon non-resident stockholders of the Mississippi and
Missouri Railroad.

8xorion 1. Be it enaoted by the General Assembly of the trens. of Seott
State of Jowa, That thetreasurer of Scott county is herebyre. °o- peyover.
quired to pay over to the treasurer of Cedar, Muscatine and
Johnson counties respectively, a portion of the county tax
hereafter collected from the non-resident stockholders of the
Miseissippi and Missouri River Railroad company for the
years 1857 and 1868, equal to the number of miles con-
structed in each of said counties, so that each of said coun-
ties shall receive such portion of the taxes collected from
the non-resident stockholders as the number of miles con-
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structed in each county shall be as to the whole length of
railroads so constructed.

CHAPTER 184
STATE PRINTING.

AN ACT relating to State prioting.

Srerion 1. De <t enacted by the General AssemUly of the
State of Ioea, That the compensation for State priuting
shall be: I'or composition on the laws, journals, reports,
circulars, and all other printed matter, except blanks, sev-
enty cents per thousand ems, and one dollar and five
cents per thousand cns for figure work, where the figures
are arranged in columus; and one dollar and forty cents per
thousand ems for rule and figure work.

See. 2. TFor press work the compensation shall be sixty
cents per token for each eight page form, octavo size, or for
each four page form, quarto size: Frovided, That two hun-
dred and forty impressions shall constitute a token, except
when thegrork ordered shall not amount to that-many im-
pressions, when any less yuautity shall be counted assa
token.

Src. 8. For printing blanks, when the blanks require
one side of a sheet of folio, post, or any larger sized paper,
there ¢hall be allowed for the first quire two dollars, for the
balance of the first ream, seventy cents per quire, and
forty cents per quire for any number cxceeding one ream.

Sec. 4. For printing blanks on letter, cap, or any larger
paper (less than folio post) there shall be allowed for the
first quire one dollar forty cents; if the blank occupy one
side of a sheet, for the balance ot first ream, forty cents per
quire, and for uny number exceeding one ream, twenty-five
cents per quire : Provided, ‘1hat twenty-four blanks ehall
constitute a quire, exceft when two blanks are printed on
one side of a sheet, then twenty-four sheets of paper shall
constitute a quire.
